Replant With Com 


In many sections of Arkansas the 


early corn crop has been severely 
damaged by dry weather, and farmers 
who are planning to abandon part of 
their cotton acreage in co-operation 
with the Federal Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration have an op- 
portunity to grow late corn on some of 
this land, states Mr. Stanley. 


It is not necessary to wait until 


the cotton is plowed up. Plant a row 
of corn between the cotton rows. The 
cotton may be plowed up after the 
corn has had a good start. Of course, 
plowing up the cotto nwill be delay- 
ed until the farmer is directed to do 
so after the local committee has in- 
spected it. 


Many farmers have their own seed 


corn, or can get seed from a neighbor. 
As a rule the variety of corn which 
is best adapted to a locality for plant- 
ing at the usual date is also about as 
well suited for late planting. Mexican 
June is an exception to this rule, be- 
ing especially suited to late planting. 
Paymaster, Surecropper, 
and Delta 


Prolific are good varieties. 


The extremely early -varieties are 


not necessarily adapted to late plant- 
ing. 
Funks 90 Day is a good variety 


for extremely early planting but not 
well adapted to late planting. 


As a rule it will not be difficult to 


get a stand of corn in cotton middles 
even if the weather is dry, because 
the soil is in a good state of cultiva- 
tion and moisture has ben well con- 
served. What has been said about 
planting corn will also apply to other 
late planted crops such as cowpeas, 
grain sorghums, early varieties of soy- j 
beans and mung beans.

18.

The gasoline and moter vehicle license 
Taxes were pledged to interest and 
principal payments on the direct state 
highway bonds, and tolls bridge the 
10, state-owned 
toll bridges were 


pledged to the bridge bonds. 


The second class of bonds, amount- 


ing to about |47,000,000 are the residue 
of $67,000,000 of old road district ob- 
ligations assumed in 1927 by the state 
when the Martineau road program 
was launched. 


Through that program, the legisla- 


ture sought to build roads from the 
new issue of bonds in counties which 
had few or no road districts, bringing 
them to a parity with the counties 
which had built roads under the dis- 
trict system. •• 


After the non-bonded counties were 


brought to parity, then the remaining 
funds would be disbursed on a basis 
of area, population and revenue re- 
ceipts, with the completion of trunk 
highways the main goal.

In addition to these classes of in- 


debtedness are those of certificates 
of indebtedness issued by the high- 
way commission in payment of con- 
tinuations of state highways through 
cities and towns; and warrants or 
vouchers issued to contractors for con- 
struction, but which were not paid 
because of lack of revenues. 


All of these bonds would be re- 


funded into one class of state notes, 
due 25 years hence and bearing three 
per cent interest.

Kahu, senior partner of Kahil, • 
Loeb & Co., paid no income tax In 
1930, 1931 and 1932, and added that-' 
the total paid by his partners In 
these years was negligible. 


WASHINGTON-For the last three 


years Otto H. Kahn, New York bank- 
er and lavish patron of the arts, has 
paid no income 'tax. Wednesday he 
was to be asked by Ferdinand Pecora, 
ntlorney of the Senate Investigating 
Committee, to explain and the manutes 
of the testimony will go to Attorney 
General Homer Cummings for investi- 
gation. 


Word of the sudden shift 
by the 


ccmittee now probing the ways -of 
Wall Street high finance from bond 
issues to income tax returns was ob- 
tained Tuesday night. 


The small investor, who sometimes 


ponders on the disappearance of oil 
that hard American cash, once tossed 
so freely around Wall Street in the 
boom decade could have satisfied n 
part of his curiosity by listening to 
KahiJ. 


One batch of $90,000,000 from Amer- 


ican investors went down to Chile 
to buy the bonds of a shaky bank, 
backed by an unrecognized revolu- 
tionary government, Kahn testified, 
as the Senate committee plunged into 
the affairs of the House of Kuhn, Loeb 
and Company. 


For aid and assistance in putting the 


leal through, Norman H. Davis, tfiert 
a private citizen, now American am- 
bassador-at-large, 
received 
?35,000 


from the bankers interested in floating 
the issue. A part of this came from 
the Guaranty Trust Company, asso- 
ciated with Kuhn, Loeb in the financ- 
ing of the South American bank, and 
the remainder from the bankers' pool 
which passed out the issue to the in- 
vesting public. 


Kahn was not exactly certain what 


Davis had done to earn his fee. He 
ventured the suggestion, however, that 
Davis was an 
authority on Latin- 


American finance, that he probably ac- 
companied the Chilean ambassador to 
the bank to secure the Chilean na- 
tion's guarantee of the new repudiated 
bonds, and gave general advice to 
the bankers. 


Before Kahn had told the mournful 


story of his own participation hi the 
"sore spot" in his private banking, he 
delivered a ringing denunciation of 
the "cutthroat" competition of other 
American bankers to get hold of for- 
eign bond issues for sale to American 
investors, back "in the mad years 
from '26 to '28." 


"I remember when 
15 American 


bankers sat in Belgrade, bidding 
against one another for Jugo-Slavian 
bend.-." he recalled, rebuk'mgly. "At 
another time there were a dozen more 
dcwn in Central America engaged iQ 
cutthroat competition for securities to 
sell to American investors. They were 
bidding foolishly, recklessly, for the 
business. Their bids were not based 
on their eagerness to get business.1''

However heat is indirectly responsible 
because it bring* in its trail,many 
flings* that are not so likely to happen 
ih cooler weather. 


One.is the natural desire for ice- 


Water. Cold water and ice-water are 
different things. ; Also there is tre- 
mendous difference between drinking 
either of them slowly arid'gulping 
them down.

4uiet and rested before they eat The 
combination of exdttment, oVer-heat- 
ihg, and ice-w»t«r would knock out 
•n ostrich's stomach. And don't al- 
low them to drink so much water 
they won't take their milk. 


* Give Them Sweeto Spturinfly 
Another-thing about Summei is the 


''ubiquity of sweet things. NoW, chil- 
dren do need simple sweets. 
Pure 


candy, pure ice-cream, and simple 
cake without shortening won't hurt 
them. 


But to run off to the corner and buy 


cones, and candy and prepared con- 
fections of a dozen varieties every lit- 
tle while is going to load up their sys- 
tems with carbohydrates they cannot 
take care of.

Wednesday he 
was to be asked by Ferdinand Pecora, 
ntlorney of the Senate Investigating 
Committee, to explain and the manutes 
of the testimony will go to Attorney 
General Homer Cummings for investi- 
gation. 


Word of the sudden shift 
by the 


ccmittee now probing the ways -of 
Wall Street high finance from bond 
issues to income tax returns was ob- 
tained Tuesday night. 


The small investor, who sometimes 


ponders on the disappearance of nil 
that hard American cash, once tossed 
so freely around Wall Street in the 
boom decade could have satisfied n 
part of his curiosity by listening to 
KahiJ. 


One batch of $90,000,000 from Amer- 


ican investors went down to Chile 
to buy the bonds of a shaky bank, 
backed by an unrecognized revolu- 
tionary government, Kahn testified, 
as the Senate committee plunged into 
the affairs of the House of Kuhn, Loeb 
and Company. 


For aid and assistance in putting the 


leal through, Norman H. Davis, tfiert 
a private citizen, now American am- 
bassador-at-large, 
received 
?35,000 


from the bankers interested in floating 
the issue. A part of this came from 
the Guaranty Trust Company, asso- 
ciated with Kuhn, Loeb in the financ- 
ing of the South American bank, and 
the remainder from the bankers' pool 
which passed out the issue to the in- 
vesting public. 


Kahn was not exactly certain what 


Davis had done to earn his fee. He 
ventured the suggestion, however, that 
Davis was an authority on Latin- 
American finance, that he probably ac- 
companied the Chilean ambassador to 
the bank to secure the Chilean na- 
tion's guarantee of the new repudiated 
bonds, and gave general advice to 
the bankers. 


Before Kahn had told the mournful 


story of his own participation in the 
"sore spot" in his private banking, he 
delivered a ringing denunciation of 
the "cutthroat" competition of other 
American bankers to get hold of for- 
eign bond issues for sale to American 
investors, back "in the mad years 
from '26 to '28." 


"I remember when 
15 American 


bankers sat in Belgrade, 
bidding 


against one another for Jugo-Slavian 
bend.-." he recalled, rebuk'mgly. "At 
another time there were a dozen more 
dcwn in Central America engaged iQ 
cutthroat competition for securities to 
sell to American investors. They weie 
bidding foolishly, recklessly, for the 
business. Their bids were not based 
on their eagerness to get business.1''

"Made No Money" 


WASHINGTON — Otto ,«. Kahn, 


senior partner of Kuhn Loeb & Co., a 
leading private banking house, told the 
senate banking committee Wednesday 
that he paid no income.tax in 1930, 1931 
and 1932. He said that in 1929 and 1928 
he paid a "substantial tax" but that 
for the last three years his accountants 
"have found no taxable income." 


"I hope it will be different for 1933," 


remarked the New York banker. 


Inquiry by the committee was di- 


rected to sales of five blocks of stock 
by Mr. Kahn December 30, 1930, show- 
ing a loss of $117,584 and to an alleg- 
ed transfer the following day to him 
of a similar number of shares in the 
same company by his daughter, Mrs. 
-John C. O. Marriott. Testimony,was 
that at the time Mr. Kuhn was in 
Europe, The revenue examiner; dis- 
allowed the $117,000 loss on which a 
tax of $16,000 was assessed, and! it 
was • appealed to Washington where 
the deduction was allowed by the 
Board of Tax Appeals. 


Mr. Kahn, himself, declared that he 


is "vastly ignorant" of the details of 
income tax returns, leaving prepara- 
tion of. his schedules to accountants 
in his office. On adjournment he said 
he would refresh himself from the 
office records for Thursday's hearings.

Program Endangered 


"Estimates of yield, if out of line 


with the five-year average, will not 
only be thrown out, but if sent in 
substantial numbers will endanger the 
whole program," Cobb said. "Every 
farmer and worker must watch that 
point." 


There are more than 20,000 workers 


in the field obtaining 
offers 
from 


farmers who are tempted to estimate 
their yield as high as possible because 
the benefit payments offered by the 
department are graduated in propor- 
tion to the anticipated yield of each 
farmer's crop this year. 


Where farmers contract to obtain 


payments in cash only, the schedule 
of benefits ranges from %1 an acre for 
land estimated to yield from 100 to 
124 pounds of cotton to $20 for land 
yielding 275 pounds and more. Where 
benefit payments are combined with 
an option on government-owned cot- 
ton at six cents a pound, the payments 
range from $6 an iacre with an estimat- 
ed yield of from 100 to 124 pounds 
•to $12 an acre for cotton yielding 275 
pounds and over. 


Workers Warned 


It was learned that administrators 


in telegrams to extension directors 
and other field 
workers issued

sharp warning that efforts should be 
concentrated on urging farmers to 
lower their estimates. The telegram? 
also said that many of the offers re- 
ceived so far will be rejected. 


Oscar Johnston, finance administra-

"If a general over-estimation of pro- 


duction extends throughout the belt it

The Farm Credit Administration, in 


accordance with the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act, was directed by con- 
gress to sell to the secretary of agri- 
culture all cotton taken from grow- 
ers on seed and crop production loans, 
which will amount .to about 788,000 
bales. 


The Farm Credit Administration has 


made arrangement whereby final set- 
tlement for this cotton with the grow- 
ers will be made on.the basis of 9Vfe 
cents per pound, based on July New 
York, for middling 7-8 cotton, with 
current adjustments for variations in 
grade, staple and location. 


The various agencies handling this 


cotton are rapidly developing final 
settlement reports for the farmers on 
this price basis. These reports will 
be mailed in the near future. In 
cases where the sales proceeds exceed 
the loans and costs, the (Jiference will 
be paid to the growers. In cases where 
the proceeds are less then the loan 
and where the collateralized . value 
placed on the cotton is greater than 
the sales proceeds, .the grower's note 
will be credited with the amount of 
the collateralized value in an amount 
not in excess of the note. 


This trade was consummated by the 


Farm Credit Administration and the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture on 
June 19, at .which time the cotton mar- 
ket for. July New York middling 7-8 
was 9.12, or 38 points under the set- 
-tlement basis.
